SUPREME COURT DECISION. 


Reno Smelting, Milling and Reduction 


Works, » Corporation, Respondent, 
T». C. C. Stevenson, J. F. HallocV, et 
•1. Appellants.

This action ia brought (or the purpose 


){ determining rights to the nse et water, 
jpon the following facts: The plaintiff is 
i corporation engaged in the redaction of 
>res. It it the owner in fee of ton acres 


>1 land on the Trackee river npon which 
ts redaction works are situated. Long 
»i»r to the commission of the grievances 
illeged in the complaint it bailt a dam in 
,he river at a point above its own land, 
rat with the consent of those whose lands 
arere affected thereby. 
The water is used 


a furnish power to operate machinery at 
he works, and is convoyed Irom the dam 
»y means of a ditch and flame. The bight 
>! the dam is snob that the waters flow 
>ver it about ten inches above its cregt, 
md unless the water is maintained at this 
bight sufficient cannot be diverted to fill 
.he ditch and flame. 


The State of Nevada is the owner in fee 


>( the laud next below that oi the plaintiff 
>n the river. The Insane Asylum of the 
State is situated thereon, and the defend- 
intg, by virtus of their offices of Governor, 
Controller and Treasurer of the State, 
respectively, are Commissioners for the 
Care of the Insane, and as such control 
the affairs of the Asylum. In their capa- 
city as Commissioners they have caused 
the pond of water made by the dam of the 
plaintiff to be tapped by a flame, and 
[hereby carried a portion of the waters to 
the Asylum grounds tor motive power. 
Che District Court enjoined this diversion 
of the waters. 


Plaintiff upon his appeal neither claims 


aor disclaims a right by virtue of a prior 
appropriation, bat urges an affirmance of 
the judgment npon the sole ground that it 
is a riparian proprietor, and as such is en- 
titled to the natural flow of the water 
through its land. 


The rights of riparian proprietors are 


thus stated by Chancellor Kent: "Every 
proprietor o[ lands on the banks of a river 
bag naturally an equal right to the use of 
the wflUr which flows in the stream 
adjacent to bis lands, ss it was wont to 
run (currtre solebat), without diminution 
or alteration. No proprietor bos the right 
to nse the water, to the prejudice of other 
proprietors, above or below him, unless 
he has a prior right to divert it, or a title 
to some exclusive enjoyment. He lies no 
property in the water itself, but a simple 
usufruct while it passes along. Aqua cur- 
rit tt dtbet currere ui currere solebat is the 
language of the law. Though be may use 
the water while it rang over bis land as an 
incident to the land, he cannot unreason- 
ably detain it or give it another direction, 
and he must return it to its ordinary chan- 
nel when it leaves his estate. Without the 
consent of the adjoining proprietors, he 
oaanot divert or diminish the quantity of 
water which would otherwise descend to 
the proprietors below, nor throw the water 
back npon the proprietors above without 
i grant or an uninterrupted enjoyment of 
twenty years, which is evidence of it." 
(3 Kent's Com., 439.) Judge Storey in 
lyler vs. Wilkinson, 4 Mason, 400, 
"whether the party be a proprietor above 
or below in the course of the river. The 
right being common to all the proprietors 
on the river, no one has a right to diminish 
the quantity which will, according to the 
natural current, flow to a proprietor below, 
or to throw it back upon a proprietor 
above. This is the necessary result of the 
perfect equality among all the proprietors 
of that which is common to all." 


But the tnle of the common law has 


never been applied by the Courts of this 
State except as hereinafter mentioned. 


The condition of settlers upon the pub- 


lic lands of the State necessitated a diver- 
lion of running waters from their natural 
channels for agricultural purposes, and our 
courts have, with the exception stated, pro- 
tected the first appropriator to the extent 
of his appropriation to any beneficial use, 
and no obligation has been imposed npon 
him to return the water to its natural 
channel. 
The history of this subject is 


clearly slated by Mr. Justice Field in 
Atohisons vs. Peterson, 20 Wall., 610, as 
follows: "By the custom which has ob- 
tained among miners in the Pacific States 
and Territories, where mining for the 
precious metals is had on the public lands 
at the United States, the first appropriator 
of mines, whether in placers, veins or 
lodes, or of waters in the streams on such 
lands for mining purposes, is held to have 
a better right than others to work the 
mines or use the waters. The first appro- 
priator who subjects the property to use, 
or takes the necessary steps for that pur- 
pose, is regarded, except as against the 
Government, as the source of title in all 
controversies relating to the property. 
As respects the use of water for mining 
purposes, the doctrines of the common 
law, declaratory of the tights of riparian 
owners, were, at an early day after the 
discovery of gold, found to be inapplicable 
or applicable only in a very limited extent 
to the necessities of miners and inadequate 
to their protection. 


Referring to the rule us above stated, 


and which accords to the different riparian 
proprietors an equal right to the use of the 
waters of the streams, the opinion pro 
ceeds: "This equality of right among all 
the proprietors on the same stream would 
have been incompatible with any extended 
diversion of the water by one proprietor, 
and its conveyance for mining pnrposes tc 
points from which it could not be restored 
to the stream. But the Government be- 
ing the sole proprietor of all the public 
lands, whether bordering on streams or 
otherwise, there was no occasion for the 
application of the common law doctrine ol 
riparian proprietorship with respect to the 
waters of those stream*. 


"The Government, by its silent acqutes- 


enoe, assented to the general occupation of 
the public lands for mining, and to encour- 
age their freft and onlimitsd use for that 
purpose, reserved sach landi m ware min- 
eral from sale, and the acquisition of Utk 
by settlement. And he who first connects 
his own labor with property thus sitaatec 
and open to general exploration does, in 
natural justice acquire a better right to its 
use and enjoyment ttan others who have 
not given such labor. So the miners on 
the public lands throughout the Pacifi 


lates and Territories by tbe customs, ma- 
ges and regulations everywhere recognized 
h; inherent justice of this principle; and 
he principle itself was at an early period 
ecognizecl by legislation and enforced by 
he courts of those States and Territories." 


And in Basa> vs. Gallagher, 20 Wall., 


>70, after referring to the -views above 
quoted, the Conrt says: "The views there 
expressed and the rulinga made, are equally 
ipplicable to the use of waters on the pub- 
ic lands for the purposes of irrigation. 
So distinction is made in those States and 
Territories by the customs of miners or 
settlers, or by the courts in the rights of 
ie first appropriator from the use made of 
the -water, if the use be a beneficial one." 


In the ease of Vacsickle vs. Haines, 7 


Nev., 219, it was held that the patentee 
of the Government succeeded to all ot its 
rights, and among these was the right to 
lave the water of a stream theretofore di- 
verted returned to its natural channel. In 
;hat case tbe patent of the Government had 
3«en issued pnor to the passage of the Act 
of Congress of July 26, 1886. 
The Court 


considered the statute prospective in its 
nature, end that it did not apply to that 
patent. Subsequently, in tbe cose of Bro- 
der vs. N»toma Water Co., 101, U. S. 274, 
[he Supreme Court of the United States 
declared tbe statute was rather a voluntary 
recognition of a pre-existing right of po- 
session, constituting a valid claim to its 
continued nse, than the establishment of a 
new one, and following this view the con/ 
Btruetion given to the statute in Van Sickle 
vs. Haiuoa was overruled in Jones vs. 
Adams, 19 Nev., 74. 


Again, in Van Sickle vs. Hoines, the 
ourt considered the language of the stat- 


ute adopting a common low precluded a 
consideration of the question of its applica- 
bility. The statute is as follows: "The 
common law of England, so far as it is not 
repugnant to, or in conflict with, the Con- 
stitution and laws ot the United States 
or the Constitution and law of this State, 
shall be the rale of decision of all the 
courts of this State." Gen'l Stats., 3021. 
This was substantially tho statute when 
Van Sickle vs. Haines was decided. 
The 


statute is silent upon the subject of the ap- 
plicability of the common law; but we think 
.be term "common law of England" was 
employed in the sense in which it is gener- 
ally understood in this country, and that 
.he intention of the Legislature was to 
Adopt only so much of it as was applicable 
;o our condition. An examination of the 
authorities will render this apparent. 


In Curtis' Commentaries at Sec. 16, tbe 


author says: "* * It is to be observed 
that the common law of England was 
adopted by tuo founders of the American 
colonies to a limited extent only. 


The emigrants from England brought 


with them tbe general principles of the 
common law of that country, and adopted 
and put them in practice, so far as they 
were applicable to their situation; and as 
tbe people of each colony acted independ 
ently of the re6t in this respect, it bus re. 
salted that the common law in each of the 
States differs in some particulars from that 
of the others, and that in none of them is 
t wholly identical with the common law of 
England." 


Professor Washburn, in his Treatise 


Upon the Law of Beat Property, p. 36, Baye: 


* It may be well to understand 


bow far the common and statute laws of 
England have been adopted as the law of 
the country. As i general proposition, so 
much of these as were suited to the condi- 
tion of a people like that of the early set- 
tlers of this country, was adopted by com- 
mon consent as the original common law 
of the colonies. They brought it with 
them as they did their language and regard 
ed it as a heritage of inestimable value, by 
which their rights of person and property 
were to be secured. 
Especially was this 


true in regard to the law of real property." 


"The 
common law of England," says 


Judge Storey, "IB not to be taken in all re- 
spects to be that of America. Our ances- 
tors brought with them its general princi- 
ples, and claimed it as their birthright; 
but they brought with them and adopted 
only that portion which was applicable to 
to their situation." (Van Ness TS. Pack- 
ard, 2 Pet., U4.) 


"The common law," says Chancellor 


Kent, "so far as it is applicable to our sit- 
uation and government, has been recog- 
nizt,d and adopted as one entire system by 
the Constitutions of Massachusetts, New 
York, Naw Jersey and Maryland. It has 
been assumed by the Courts of justice, or 
declared by statute, with tbe like modifica- 
tions, as the law of the land in every State. 
It was imported by our colonial ancestors 
KB far as it was applicable * *" (Kent 
Com., 473 ) 


In Bogardns vs. Trinity Church 


Paige Cb., 198) the question was whether 
the statute of 32 Henry VIII, and that ol 
21 James I constituted a part of the l»w oi 
the State of New York. Chancellor Wai- 
worth said: 


It is a natural presumption, and, there 


fore, adopted as a rule of law, that on tbe 
settlement of a new Territory by a colony 
from another country, especially where the 
colonists continue subject to the same 
Government, that they carry with them 
the general laws of the mother country 
which are applicable to the situation oi the 
colonists in the new Territory; which laws 
thus become the laws of the colony until 
they are altered by common consent or by 
legislative enactment. 
* * 
* * 
The 


common law of the mother country, as 
modified by positive enactments, together 
with the statute laws which are in force at 
the time of the emigration of the colonists, 
become in fact tbe common law rather than 
the common and statute law of the colony. 
The statute law of the mother country, 
therefore, when introduced into the colony 
of New York, by common consent, because 
it w&s applicable to the colonists in their 
new situation, and not by legislative enact- 
ment, became a part of the common law of 
this province." 


And the rules of the common l»w are 


not enforced in localities to which they are 
inapplicable. 


In Illinois it was held that the rule ol 


the common law requiring the owner ol 
cattle to keep them upon his own land was 
inapplicable. The Conrt said: "However 
well adapted tbe rale of the common law 
may be to a densely populated country like 
England, it is surely but ill adapted to a 
new country like ourg. If this common 
law rule prevails now, it must have pre- 
vailed from the time of the earliest settle- 
ment of the Slate, and can it be supposed 
thut when the early settlers of this 
country located npon the borders of our 
eitetBive prairies, that they brought with 
them and adopted as applicable to their 
condition a rule of law, requiting each one 
to tcuce up his cattle; that they designed 
the millions of fertile acres stretched out 
bffore them to go ungrazed except ns enob 
pnrchuser from the Government was able 
to inclose his purl with a fence. 
This 


State is auliUa any other of the Eastern 
States in their early settlement, because, 
from the scarcity of timber, it must be 
many years yet before our extensive prair- 
ies ann be fenced, and their luxuriant 
growth sufficient for thousands ot cattle 
mupt be suffered to rot and decay where it 


grows, unless the settlers upon their bor- 
lers are permitted to turn their cattle npon 
them. 


'Perhaps there is no principle of the 


common law so inapplicable to the condi- 
tions of onr country and people as the one 
which is sought to be enforced now for the 
irst time since tbe settlement of the State, 
(t has been the custom in Illinois so long, 
that the memory of man runneth not to the 
contrary, for tbe owners of stock to suffer 
them to run at large. Settlers have locat- 
ed themselves contiguous to prairies for 
tha very purpose of getting the benefit of 
range. The right of all to pasture their 
cattle upon uniuclosed ground is universal- 
ly conceded. No man has questioned this 
right, although hundreds ot cases must 
have occurred where owners of cattle have 
escaped the payment ol damages on ac- 
count of the inefficiency of the fence 
through which their stock have broken, 
and ntver till now hu tbe common law 
rule, that the owner of cattle is bound to 
fence them up, been suffered to prevail or 
to be applicable to onr condition. 
The 


universal understanding of all clatses of 
the community, upon which they have 
acted by inclosing their crops and letting 
their cattle run at large, is entitled to no 
little consideration in determining what 
the law is, and we should feel inclined to 
hold, independent of any statutes on the 
subjection account of the inapplicability 
of the common law rile to the condition 
and circumstances ot our people, that it 
does not and never has prevailed in Illi- 
nois." (Hedey vs. Peters, 5 Gil., 142) 


When that case was decided a statute of 


the State was in force adopting tha com- 
mon law "so far as tbe same is applicable 
and of a general nature. No mention of 
this qualification is made in the opinion. 
The Court appears to hava assumed its ex- 
istence independently of express enact- 
ment, because in the year 1811, before the 
Legislature bad annexed the qualification 
of the statute, the Court in Boyer vs. 
Sweet, 3 Scam., 120, s^id: "It is true we 
have, like roost other States in tbe Union, 
adopted the common law by legislative Act; 
but it must be understood only in cases 
where that law is applicable to the habits 
and condition of our society, and in har- 
mony with the genius, spirit and objects of 
onr institution." 


In the case ot The People vs. The Canal 


Appraisers, 33 N. Y., 461, the question was 
whether the common law rule of evidence 
to determine whether streams are naviga- 
ble was applicable in the State of New 
York. In discussing the subject the Conrt 
adopted tbe views expressed by Judge 
Bronson in a dissenting opinion in Starr 
vs. Child, 30Weud., 149, as follows: "By 
the common lav, the flow and roflow of 
the tide is the criterion for determin- 
ing what rivers are public. This rale is 
open to the double objection that it in- 
cludes some streams which are not, in fact, 
navigable, and which consequently might 
well be the subject of individual owner- 
ship; and it excludes other streams which 
are, in fact, navigable, and which in every 
well regulated State should belong to the 
public. Although tho ebb and flow ol the 
tide furnishes an imperfect standard for 
determining what rivers are navigable, it 
nevertheless approximates the truth, and 
may answer very well in the island of 
Grrat Britain, for which the rale was 
made. But tuoh a standard is quite wide 
of the mark when applied to tbe great fresh 
water rivers of this continent, and would 
never have been thought of here if we had 
not found the rule ready made et oar 
hands. Now I think no doctrine better 
settled than that such portions of tbe law 
of England as are not adopted to our Con- 
stitution from no part of the law of this 
State. This exception includes not only 
such laws as are inconsistent with the 
spirit of oar institutions, but such as were 
framed with special reference to the physi- 
cal condition of a country differing widely 
from our own. It is contrary to the spirit 
of the common law itself to apply a rale 
founded on a particular reason to a law 
when that reason utterly foils, eessanfe ra- 
tione leyis, ctssat ipsa lex." 


In States where the common law has not 


been adopted by legislative enactment 
Courts have proceeded npon the hypothe- 
sis of its adoption, subject always to its 
applicability to tbe locality. 
(Stout vs. 


Keys, 2 Dong., 184; Lormaa vs. Benson, 
3 Mich.. 19; Morris vs. Vandevere, 1 
Dallas, 67; Report of the Judges. 3 Binn., 
505; Sbewell vs. Fell, 3 Yeates, 21; Slana- 
gan vs. Philadelphia, 43 P'et, 219; State 
vs. Cawood, 2 Stewart, 360; Inge vs. Mur- 
phy, 10 Ala., 885.) 


From these authorities we assume that 


the applicability of the common law rule 
to the physical characteristics of the State 
should tbe considered. Its inapplicability 
to the Pacific States, as shown in Atchison 
vs. Peterson, ante, applies forcibly to tbe 
State of Nevada. Here the soil is arid and 
unfit for cultivation, unless irrigated by 
tbe waters of running streams. The gen- 
eral surface of the State ia table land, 
traversed by parallel mountain ranges. 
The great plains of the State afford natural 
advantages for conducting water, and lands 
otherwise waste and valueless become pro- 
ductive by artificial irrigation. Tbe condi- 
tion of the country and the necessities of 
tho situation impelled settlers upon the 
public lands to resort to the diversion and 
nse of waters. This fact, of itself, is a 
striking illustration and conclusive evi- 
dence of the incapability of tbe common 
law rale. The system which the necessi- 
ties of the people established was recog- 
nized and confirmed by tbe legislation of 
Congress—first, by the Act of July 26, 
1866, which declares, in its ninth section, 
"that whenever the priority of possession, 
rights to the use of water for mining, agri- 
cultural, 
manufacturing 
or 
• other 


purposes, have 
vested 
nnd 
accrued 


and 
the 
same 
are recognized 
and 


acknowledged by the local customs, laws 
and decisions of tbe Courts, tbe possessors 
and owners of such vested rights shall be 
maintained and protected in tbe same." ' 


* and, second, by the Desert Land Act, 


which encourages tbe appropriation and 
nse of water upon such oi the public lands 
as will not, without irrigation, produce an 
agricultural crop, by authorizing the sale 
of a greater amount of snch land than the 
purchaser could otherwise acquire, upon 
proof of bia having conducted water npon 
it for tbe purpose of irrigation. This Act 
applies only to the Pacific Coast States and 
Territories. 
(TJ. 8. Statg., 1877, p.. 377). 


Too legislation of the State, also, has 


encouraged the division of water by an Act 
approved March 3, 1866, the general object 
of which ia expressed in it* title, as fol- 
lows: "An Act" to allow any persons or 
persons to divert tbe waters of any river 
or stream, and rnn the same through any 
ditch or flnme, and to provide for the right 
of way through the lands of others." 
(Gen'l Stats, Sec 362-6.) 


And the adjudications of the Courts, 


with tho exception n.entioncd, hnve BUS- 
tiiiaed the doctrine of appropriation npon 
which the people acted. 


That the doctrine should ba upheld as 


well after issuance of the patent of tbe 
Government as before, we quote the views 
of Mr. Justice Boss, in a dissenting opin- 
ion in Lux vs. Huggin, 69 Gal., 450: 


"TIi» doctrine of appropriation thus es- 


tablished "van not a temporary thing, to 
exist only until some one should ukitoiu a 
certificate or patent tot forty aerea or some 
otber subdivision of the public land bor- 
during on tbe river or otber stream ol witer. 
It was, us has been said, bom of the 
necessities of the country and ite people, 
•pas the growth of years, permanent in ita 
character, and fixed the status ot water 
rights with respect to public land*. No 
valid reason exists why the Government, 
which owned both the laud and the water, 
could not do this. It thus became, in my 
judgment, as much a part of the law of 
the land as if it had been written in terms 
in the statute book*, aad in connection 
with which all grants of pnblio land from 
either Government should be read. In 
the light of the history of the State, and 
of the legislation and decisions with re- 
spect to the subject in question, is it pos- 
sible that either Government, State or 
National, ever contemplated that convey* 
anoe ot forty acres of land at the lower 
end pi a stream that flows for miles through 
public lands should put an end to subse- 
quent appropriation of the water of the 
stream npon tbe public lands above, and 
entitle the grantee of the forty acres to 
the ondiminished flow of the water in ita 
natural channel from its source to its 
mouth? It seems to me entirely clear that 
nothing of tbe kind was ever intended or 
contemplated." 


The case of Coffla vs. Left Hand Ditch 


Co., 6 Col., 413, recognizes appropriation 
as the law of the State of Colorado, Some 
ol the principles announced in that case 
are applicable here. "It is contended by 
counsel for appellant," say the Court, 
"that the common law principles of ripa- 
rian ownership prevailed in Colorado until 
1876, and that the doctrine of priority of 
right to water by priority of appropriation 
thereof was first recognized and adopted in 
the Constitution. But we think tbe latter 
doctrine has existed from the date of the 
earliest appropriations of water within the 
boundaries of the State, Tbe climate is 
dry, and the soil, when moistened only by 
the usual rainfall, is arid and unproductive 
except in a few favored sections, artificial 
irrigation for agriculture is an absolute nt- 
cessity. Water in the various streams thus 
acquires a value unknown in moister cli- 
mates. Instead of being a mere incident 
to the soil, it rises, when appropriated, to 
the dignity of a distinct unsnfrnctoary es- 
tate, or right of property. 
It has always 


been the policy of the National a» well as 
Territorial and State Governments, to en- 
courage the diversion end nsa of water in 
this country for agriculture; and vast ex- 
penditures of time and money have been 
made in reclaiming aad fertilizing by irri- 
gation portions of our unproductive terri- 
tory. " * * The right to water in this 
country by priority of appropriation thereof 
we think it is, and always has been, the 
duty of National end State Governments to 
protect. The right itself, and the obliga- 
tion to protect it, existed prior to legislation 
on the subject of irrigation. It is entitled 
to protection as well after patent to n third 
party of the land over which tbe natural 
stream flows us when such land is a part of 
theipublio domain; and it is immaterial 
whether or not it be mentioned in the pat- 
ent, and expressly excluded from 
the 


graut," 


Oar conclusion is that the common law 


doctrine of riparian rights is nnsuited to 
the condition of our State, and that this 
case should have been determined by the 
application of tha principles of prior ap- 
propriation. 


Judgment reversed and cause remanded

The Gazette, either of its own motion, 


or at the instance of some evil disposed 
person, publishes an article that gives as 
the reason there it no money for surveys 
in Nevada, the statement of Mr. Powning, 
in 1886, to Commissioner Sparks that "this 
State offers no attraction for the settler.

000 spoken of by the Gazette was not se- 
cured by Gen. Irish bat by Senator Jones, 
and in spite of violent opposition on the 
part of Commissioner Sparks, and when he 
was beaten be spitefully ordered it expend- 
ed within railroad limits, where it has done 
no particular good to the railroad or any 
person. There has not been much survey-

Too many young mothers, in thdr 


effort to make their fitst'chUd perfect* 
goto great extremes in noticing every 
fanlt and laying too great stress upon gov- 
ernment. This is done before every one, 
even the passing caller. I think ft haa 
tho tendency to harden a child, and the 
expostulation loses its effect. It is pro- 
verbial that children always act their 
•worst when thero is company in the 
house. I had one child who seemed to 
take advantage every time any one 
called. I grew perfectly discouraged, 
and felt as if thsre was no remedy for it 
He would slide down the banisters, go 
whooping through the house, slam doors 
and do the most unexpected things, till I 
was mortified beyond expression. 
I finally made it a point to take him 


by the hand, and ask my_ caller to ex- 
cuse us a moment—take him to another 
part of the house, set him in a chair and 
say that I would send for him when he 
was wanted. He would remain there 
quietly waiting. When the caller was 
gone I would go and release him. It 
seemed the only way to do. The more 
he was punished and admonished before 
people the worse he became. So I tried 
hiding his faults and praising him for 
tho good he did. It had a much better 
effect, and is still as effective. To some 
children's natures it is even humiliating 
to be reproved before other children. I 
do not think humiliation the proper way 
to reform. 


Self respect is a much better trait to 


develop. Let your child begin to feel 
early that you expect only the best 
things of it, and you will start it in a 
much better way. Do not -ijlow it to 
argue with you from the beg ulag, and 
never laugh at cute things it may do or 
say, and repeat them to your friends in 
the presence of the child. If it is a wide 
awake child it will do and say man; 
things that will be intensely amusing, 
and, if you wish, keep a book and put 
them down for future enjoyment—but 
never let the child know it.—Philadel- 
phia Call. 


Gauss' Invention of the Telegraph. 


"I don't remember," writes Gauss to 


Olbers on the 20th of November of the 
year 1833, "my having made any pre- 
vious mention to you of an astonishing 
piece of mechanism that wo have de- 
vised. It consists of a galvanic circuit 
conducted 
through 
wires 
stretched 


through the air over tho houses up to the 
steeple of St. John and down again, and 
connecting the observatory with the 
physical laboratory, which is under the 
direction of Weber. The entire length 
of wire may be computed at about 8,000 
feet. Both ends of the wire are connected 
with a multiplicator. tho one at my end 
consisting ot 110, that in Weber's labo- 
ratory of 50 coils of wire, each wound 
around a one pound magnet suspended 
according to a raetLod which I havo de- 
vised. By a simple contrivance—which 
I hare named a commutator—I can re- 
verso the current instantaneously. Care- 
fully operating my voltaic pile, I can 
cause so violent a motion of the needle in 
the laboratory to take place that it 
strikes a bell, the sound of which is audi- 
ble in the adjoining room. This serves 
merely as an amusement. Our aim is to 
display the movements with the utmost 
accuracy. We have already made use 
of this apparatus for telegraphic experi- 
ments, which have resulted successfully 
in tho transmission of entire words and 
small phrases. TMs method of telegraph- 
ing has the advantage of being quite in- 
dependent of either daytime or weather; 
the one who gives the signal and the one 
who receives it remain in their rooma, 
with, if they desire it, the shutters 
drawn, The employment of sufficiently 
stout wires, I feel convinced, would en- 
able us to telegraph with but a single 
tap from Gottingen to Hanover, or from 
Hanover to Bremen."—"Gauss and the 
Electric Telegraph" in Popular Science 
Monthly. 


Educated Horses. 


Doubtless most of you think when you 
see the performances of trained horses in 
the > circuses of today that a great ad- 
vance has been made in educating the 
animals over what was done in ancient 
times. But you are mistaken, for even the 
most wonderful exploits of the horses of 
the present day are repetitions of what 
was done with them several hundred 
years ago. In those days horses not only 
danced upon their hind legs, but fought 
mock battles, striking at their enemies 
with their fore feet, and showing what 
appeared to be remarkable intelligence. 
Perhaps the most surprising feat ever 
performed by a horse was in the olden 
time. A large three sided braided rope 
was stretched several feet from the 
ground, and upon this the horse walked, 
preserving its oalance perfectly. In an 
old print a picture of the act is shown, 
while another cut represents a horse 
striking the shield of a soldier with its 
hoofs. 
Even the elephant, generally 
considered the most ungainly of tmimrQa, 
was trained in those days to walk the 
tight rope, not only near the ground, but, 
if we may believe the old writers, it 
traversed ropes swung above the heads 
of the audience, and not only preserved 
its balance, but bore a man upon its 
back.—Philadelphia Times. 


The Way to Wash Wisdom. 


There is a right and wrong way to 


wash windows, and as this operation is 
usually dreaded, the following method 
•will doubtless bo appreciated, as it saves 
both time and labor. Choose a dull day, 
or at least a time when the ranis not 
shining on the window, for when the 
sun shines on the window it causes it to be 
dry streaked, no matter how much it is 
rubbed. Take a painter'sjbrush and dust 
them inside and out, washing all the 
wood work inside before touching the 
glass. The latter must be washed sun- 
ply in warm water diluted with ammo- 
nia—do not use soap. Use a small cloth 
with a pointed stick to get the dust out 
of the corners; wipe dry with a soft 
piece of cotton, cloth—dp not use linen, 
as it makes the glass linty when dry. 
Polish with tissuo paper or old news- 
paper. You will find this can be done 
in half the time taken where soap is 
used, and the result will be brighter 
TOndovre.—Pittsburg Reporter. 


Barbers la Olden lime*.

ot a person being leeched or cupped. II 
ia rapidly becoming a lost art. Not a 
great many years back it was a very im- 
portant business in connection with a 
tonsorial establishment. In fact it was 
almost a profession of its own. Cupping 
and leeching were very popular amonj.

strong, they followed tho use. Not a 
great many years ago an apprentice bar- 
ber invariably had to become as profi- 
cient in the application of the leech as he 
did in the shaving line. Barbers also 
did a good deal of tooth jerking, but that 
part of the business is also no more, 
since dentists are so numerous.—St. 
Louis Globe-Democrat.

The Millionaire Mother of a Socialist. 
One of the richest women in the world, 


the Duchess of Galliera, died in Paris. 
Her grace was the daughter and heiress 
of the Marquis <Ie Bngnolo Sale, a rich 
Genoese nobleman. She years ago mar- 
ried the Duke de Galhera, who was very 
wealthy, but their fortune was enor- 
mously increased by 3udicious specula- 
tions. Some idea of tho Duchess of Gal- 
liera's riches and benevolence can be 
formed when it is said that her husband 
gave £ 1,000,000 to the city of Genoa to 
enlarge the port, and the duchess £2,000,- 
000 to build a now hospital—the most 
magnificent in Europe—to enlarge five 
streets and to restore churches and 
charitable institutions. 
She also pre- 
sented to her native city her palace, the 
celebrated Palace Eosso, with its superb 
collection of Vandykes and other pictures 
by the great masters, In Paris she en- 
dowed a museum of art, an orphanage 
and other charitable institutions, and she 
ia well known also to have purchased 
back a good deal of the Spanish estates 
of the Duo de Montpensier, which she 
presented to him many years ago. The 
only eon and heir of this lady, Signer 
Ferrari—he refuses the title of duke—is 
a well known socialist, whereas the 
duchess herself was an extreme Royalist.

A. targe Organ. 


A correspondent of La Science en 


Famille states that in the Protestant 
church at Libau, Russia, there is an or- 
gan which occupies the whole width of 
the church, about 60 feet, and which 
has 131 registers, 8,000 pipes and 14 bel- 
lows of large size. It has 4 harpsichords 
and 1 pedal. The largest pipe is formed 
of planks 3 inches thick and 31 feet in 
length, and has a section of 7 square 
inches, and weighs 1,540 pounds. 'Be- 
sides the 181 registers, 
there are 


21 accessory stops that permit of 
combining various parts of tho in- 
strument without having direct re- 
course to the registers. By a spe- 
cial pneumatic combination, the organist 
can couple the four harpischords and ob- 
tain surprising results. For the sake of 
comparison the following large instru- 
ments of this kind may be cited: Organ 
of the cathedral of Riga, 125 registers;
